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J To the Reader. 


O exhort every man to the learning of 
Grammar that intendeth to attein to the 
underſtanding of the tongues, (wherein 
is conteined a great treaſure of wiſdome 
ISR and knowledge) it would ſeem much 
vain, and little needfull z for ſo much as it is to be 
known}; that nothing can ſurely be ended whoſe be- 
ginning is either fee ble, or faultieʒ and no building be 
fect, whenas the foundatiqn aud groundwork is 
readie to fall, and unable to 50 the burden of the 
frame. Wherefore it were better for the thing it ſelſ, 
and more profitable for the learner, to underſtand 
ho he may beſt come to that whith he ought moſt 
neceflarily to have, and to learn the gaineſt way of 
obteining that which muſt be his beſt and certaineſt 
guide, both of reading and. ſpeaking, then to fall ia 
doubt of the goodneſſe and neceſſitie thereof: Which 
I doubt whether he ſhall more lament that he lack- 
eth, or eſteem that he Hath it: and whether he ſhall 
oftner ſtumble at trifles, and be deceiyed in light mat- 
ters, ven he hath it not; or judge truly and faithfully 
of divers weightie things, when he hath it. The which 
hath ſeemed to manyvery hard to compaſſe aforetime, 
becauſe that they who profeſſed this art of teaching 
Grammar, did teach divers Grammars, and not one: 
and if by chance they taught one Grammar, yet they 
did it diverſiy, and ſo could not do it all beſt ; becauſe 
there is but one beſtneſſe, nat onely in every thing but 
alſo in the manner of every thig— 

As forthe diverſitie of Gram mars, it is well and 
profitably taken away by the Kings Majeſties wiſ- 
dome, who foreſeeing the inconvenience, and farou- 
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To the Reader. 
rably providing the remedy, eauſed one kind of Gram 


mar, by ſundry learned men to be diligently drawn, 


and ſo to be ſet out onely ; everywhere to be taught 
for the uſe of-learners, and for avoiding the hurt in 
changing of Schoolmaſters. 

The varietie of teaching is diverſe yet, and alwayes, 
will bez for that every Schoolmaſter liketh that he 
knoeth, & ſcerh not the uſe of that he ænoweth not 
and therefore judgeth that the moſt ſufficient way. 
which be ſeeth to be the readieſt mean and perfeRett, 
kind to bring a learner to have a through knovyledge, 
therein. 58 
Wherefore it is not amiſſe, if one ſeeing by triall an, 
eaſier and readier way then the common ſort of teach- 
ers do, would ſay what he hath proved, and for the 
commoditie 82 z that ge x7 knowing the 
ſame, might by experience prove the like, and then b 
proof — 4 judge the like : Not hereby BATES. 
the better way when it is found, but in the mean ſea» 
ſon forbidding the worſe. : 

The firſt and chiefeſt point is, that the diligent Ma- 
ter make not the Scholar haſte too much; but that he 


in continuance and diligence of teaching, make him to 


rehearſe ſo, that while he hath perfectly that which is 


behind, he ſufter him not to go forward : for this poſts, 
ing haſte overthroweth & hurteth a great ſort of wits, 
and caſteth them into an amazedneſſe, when they 


know not how they (hall either go forward or back- 
ward; but ſtick faſt as one plunged, that cannot tell 
what to do or which way to turn him: and then the 
Maſter thinketh the Scholar to be a dullard, and the 
Scholar thinketh the thing to be uneaſie, and too hard 
for his wit: and the one hath an evil opinion of the. 
other, hen oftentimes it is in neither, but in the kind 
of teaching. Wherefore the beſt and chiefeſt point 
throughly to be kept is, that the Scholar have in *

ſo perfectly that which he hath learned, and under- 
ſtand it ſo, that not onely it be not a ſtop for him, but 
alſo a light and help unto the refidue that followeth.

And untill this time T count not the Sho- 
lar perfect, nor readie to go any further till he hath this

This when he can perfectly do, and hath' learned 
every part not by rote but by reaſon, and is more cun- 
ning in the underſtandin of the ching then in rehear- 
ſing of the words ( which is not paſt à quarter of 2 
years diligence, or'very little more, to a painfull and 
diligent man, if the Scholar have a mean wit) then let 
him paſſe to the Concords, to knoyy the agreement of 
patts among themſelves, with like way and diligence 
25 is afore deſcribed, © - OD :
